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Roman Catholic 
bishop resigns 

scandal The bishop of a 
Roman Catholic diocese in 
Nova Scotia has resigned 
less than a month after 
the diocese reached a $15- 
million settlement with al¬ 
leged victims of sexual 
abuse. 

Bishop Raymond Lahey, 
named to the position in 
2003 by Pope John Paul II, 
is a Newfoundland native 
who once served as a pro¬ 
fessor of theology at 
Memorial University in St. 
John’s. Lahey released a 
letter yesterday saying he 
was resigning for personal 
reasons. 

Ronald Martin, whose 
brother wrote a suicide 
note in 2002 that led to 
charges of sex crimes 
against a priest from the 
diocese, filed a class-action 
lawsuit last year against 
the organization. 

In the suit, Martin 
claimed that the diocese 
failed to protect children 
in its care when it became 
aware of the alleged abuse. 

The Nova Scotia 
Supreme Court certified 
the settlement on Sept. 10. 

The diocese yesterday 
announced Anthony 
Mancini, the Archbishop 
of Halifax, had been 
appointed as administra¬ 
tor of the diocese until La- 
hey’s successor is chosen.

Religious groups unite 
for anti-violence march

It’s not every day you see 
an empty casket on the 
Halifax Common. 

And it’s not all that com¬ 
mon for several congrega¬ 
tions from churches across 
the municipality to gather 
outside on a Sunday after¬ 
noon for a shared sermon. 

But that’s exactly what 
happened yesterday, with 
those in attendance calling 
for fewer coffins and more 
coming together, in a 
protest against violence 
and a march for racial rec¬ 
onciliation organized by 
Cornwallis Street Baptist 
Church. 

A couple hundred peo¬ 
ple, of all ages and races, 
strolled from the north- 
end Halifax church to the 
nearby park, carrying signs 
and singing uplifting mes¬ 
sages that filled the streets 
and had curious residents 
peeking out of their win¬ 
dows. 

“Many of us worship in 
our churches week after 
week and sometimes I be¬ 
lieve that the community 
thinks that the church is 
not in touch with what is 
going on in the real 
world,” Rev. Rhonda Brit¬ 
ton said before the march¬ 
ing and music began. 

“We are here to say we 
know, we are in touch ... 
and that we are able to 
meet the challenges in our 
city if we stand together.” 

Mayor Peter Kelly, Coun. 
Dawn Sloane and Coun. 
Jennifer Watts all joined

the demonstration, which 
was escorted by both a po¬ 
lice car and a black hearse 
— perhaps symbolizing 
the consequences of sense¬ 
less violence. 

“Someone once said that 
Sunday morning is the 
most segregated time in 
any city in North Ameri¬ 
ca,” Britton said. “Well, to¬ 
day we are proving them 
wrong.” 

Britton said she hopes 
yesterday’s success is just 
the start of “collective ac¬ 
tion ... to eradicate the vio¬ 
lent and the racial hatred 
that seems to engulf us at 
times.” 

As the demonstration 
ended, several people lined 
up at the casket to drop in 
pieces of paper scribbled 
with the names of those 
they know who have been 
affected by violence.

Raging pacifist and 
feminist. Tireless defender 
of human rights.

“I don’t actually remem¬ 
ber a time in my life when 
Muriel was not something 
of a force to contend with,” 
said McDonough, who re¬ 
called Duckworth calling 
her “many, many times” 
about a variety of causes. 

“It didn’t matter what it 
was, she had a plot, she 
had a scheme and you 
would fit into that scheme 
whether you knew it or 
not.” 

In a touching moment 
during the memorial, a 
teary Anna Duckworth 
stood at the podium for 
several moments before 
she could compose herself 
enough to begin speaking 
about her grandmother. 


The young woman spoke 
about how her grandmoth¬ 
er wasn’t ready to die. 

“I’m afraid to lose my 
teacher,” Anna wrote later. 

“Today, I’m 25 and she’s 
gone but I feel differently 
than I did when I wrote 
that,” she told the crowd, 
her voice choked with 
emotion. “I think every¬ 
thing’s going to be OK.” 

Born in Quebec in 1908, 
Duckworth graduated from 
McGill University in Mon¬ 
treal and moved with her 
husband, Jack, to Halifax in 
the 1940s.

Seniors to get flu 
shots a week earlier 


Flu Outbreak 


health Nova Scotia will 
move up seasonal flu shots 
by about a week for people 
65 and older — as well as 
residents of long-term care 
facilities — before the 
province begins its vacci¬ 
nation program for swine 
flu sometime in early No¬ 
vember. 

Dr. Robert Strang, the 
province’s chief public 
health officer, said the sea¬ 
sonal flu shots would be 
made available starting 
Monday, Oct. 5. 

Strang said the decision 
was based on the best sci¬ 
entific evidence available 
and would protect those 
most at risk for H1N1 and 
seasonal flu. 


“That science has shown 
that seniors are at low risk 
for getting H1N1, but they 
are at greatest risk for be¬ 
coming seriously ill from 
seasonal flu and they are 
the individuals who most 
need the protection from 
seasonal flu vaccine,” he 
told reporters Friday. 

He said the government 
expected to shift back to 
seasonal flu immunization 
in early January after the 
swine flu program. 

Strang noted that the sit¬ 
uation around H1N1 and 
the government’s immu¬ 
nization programs is evolv¬ 
ing. 

Nova Scotia has 385,000 
doses of vaccine for sea¬ 
sonal flu and will have 1.4 
million doses of vaccine 
for swine flu, Strang said.

Jail, dismissal needed: Family 

Dead soldier's kin want convicted corporal ousted from Forces 


Family members of a 
corporal who was shot and 
killed by his tentmate in 
Afghanistan say they hope 
a judge will sentence the 
young soldier to military 
prison and dismiss him 
from the army. 

Cpl. Matthew Wilcox 
was convicted in July of 
negligent performance of 
duty and criminal negli¬ 
gence causing the death of 
Cpl. Kevin Megeney, 25, of 
Stellarton. 

A charge of manslaugh¬ 
ter was stayed, but the 24- 
year-old soldier from Glace 
Bay, could still face a maxi¬ 
mum sentence of life in 
prison, with at least two 
years served in the military 
detention centre in Ed¬ 
monton. 



He is scheduled to be sen¬ 
tenced tomorrow in Sydney. 

The prosecutor, Capt. Ja¬ 
son Samson, has argued for 
six years in jail and dis¬ 
missal from the Armed 
Forces.

than that.” 

Sherrie Lawand, Kevin’s 
sister, said a sentence lower 
than the civilian minimum 
would be unfair to her 
brother’s memory, and fail 
to recognize that “Kevin is 
never coming home.” 

“He was supposed to be 


in a safe place (in the tent) 
... This is something that 
shouldn’t have happened,” 
she said. 

The defence has argued 
such a sentence would be 
too harsh because the 
young soldier has already 
shown deep remorse 
since the March 6, 2007, 
shooting. 

Lt.-Col. Troy Sweet has 
asked the court to sen¬ 
tence his client to one year 
in jail and told the military 
judge, Cmdr. Peter Lam- 
ont, that he believes the 
corporal could continue in 
the Forces.

More power for 
privacy overseer 


Nova Scotia’s privacy re¬ 
view officer now has new 
powers to investigate com¬ 
plaints about breaches of 
privacy by people and or¬ 
ganizations that share infor¬ 
mation with the govern¬ 
ment or public bodies.

Terrorist eyes 
legal practice 

law A convicted terrorist 
is asking to practise law in 
Greater Toronto. 

Parminder Singh Saini, 
46, blames youth for his 
violent past and says he is 
rehabilitated. 

“I had no legitimate 
right to do that,” he 
recently told the Law Soci¬ 
ety of Upper Canada of a 
1984 airline hijacking in 
his native India. “It’s not 
legal.” 

He deserves a second 
chance, his advocates say. 

“He served his time and 
was subsequently 
pardoned,” says York Uni¬ 
versity political science 
professor Sandra 
Whitworth, who taught 
him in 2001. 

“The evidence of his 
character in the last 25 
years,” his lawyer Frank 
Addario told the law socie¬ 
ty, “points toward a com¬ 
plete rehabilitation on his 
part.” But critics remain 
skeptical. 

Aside from hijacking a 
plane and shooting at sev¬ 
eral of his 270-plus 
hostages — wounding one 
in the back — Saini lied 
his way into Canada, has 
never gained landed immi¬ 
grant status, faces deporta¬ 
tion and by ministerial or¬ 
der remains a threat. 

“Over the course of the 
last 15 years, (Canadian) 
courts and tribunals have 
declared that he is a dan¬ 
ger to the public and secu¬ 
rity,” law society counsel 
Susan Healces told a hear¬ 
ing.

Saskatchewan Mounting 
frustration over an attack 
on a child has prompted 
officials in a northern 
Saskatchewan village to 
destroy loose dogs, saying 
the extreme measure is 
needed to fix a problem 
that plagues many remote 
communities. 

“It is a last resort,” says 
lie a la Crosse Mayor Du¬ 
ane Favel. 

“We can request that 
(owners) tie up their dogs 
and take care of them and 
be accountable and respon¬ 
sible for them, but when 
that doesn’t happen this is 
the only alternative that 
we have. I don’t like it.” 

Last weekend, six-year- 
old Shiloh Berscheid was 
badly bitten while playing 
outside in the village, 
more than 400 kilometres 
north of Saskatoon. The lit¬ 
tle boy had huge gashes 
across his face and was 
flown to a Saskatoon hos¬ 
pital where plastic sur¬ 
geons used 60 stitches to 
close the wounds. 

Shiloh’s mother, Angella 
McKay, has said she wants 
tougher animal control by¬ 
laws in the remote com¬ 
munity. 

Favel said the village is 
doing the best it can. 
Lawyers for the municipal¬ 
ity have sent letters to dog 
owners, urging them to tie

up their pets and warning 
that the village will deal 
with any loose animals. 

The village has hired a 
man to shoot the loose 
dogs, because it is the 
quickest and least expen¬ 
sive solution. 

“It’s not that we haven’t 
tried to address it on an on¬ 
going basis. This is what’s 
so frustrating about this is¬ 
sue,” said the mayor. 

“The usual response is 
people get mad at us, at 
the municipality for going 
to that extent to try to ad¬ 
dress the issue with their 
pets.” 

The problem isn’t isolat¬ 
ed to Saskatchewan. 

In 2006, five-year-old 
Lance Loons kin was 
mauled to death by a pack 
of dogs running loose on 
the North Tallcree reserve 
in Alberta. The attack was 
so vicious it left the young¬ 
ster almost unrecogniz¬ 
able.

Terror suspect moves 
to have case stopped 


courts Canada’s spy

Mahmoud Jaballah

said if there was a fall- 
down at the Canada-U.S.

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New device to ease 
cancer diagnosis

Toronto researchers have 
developed a portable de¬ 
vice they say will accurate¬ 
ly diagnose prostate can¬ 
cer in 30 minutes. 

The microchip technolo¬ 
gy, created by a pair of 
University of Toronto sci¬ 
entists, will be able to de¬ 
termine the severity of the 
tumours through a simple 
urine sample and produce 
quick diagnosis with no 
need for painful biopsies. 

Now heading into the 
engineering stage, a Blaclc- 
Berry-sized device should 
be available for doctors’ 
use within two to three 
years and could be tuned 
to detect a broad range of 
cancers and infectious ail¬ 
ments, the researchers 
say. 

“The goal would be to 
produce a result ... while 
you’re sitting in the wait¬ 
ing room,” says engineer¬ 
ing professor Ted Sargent, 
holder of the U of T’s 
Canada Research Chair in 


N anotechnology. 

The device uses a finger¬ 
tip-sized microchip — fit¬ 
ted with nanometre-sized 
meshing — programmed 
to detect DNA sequences 
and proteins that are 
uniquely produced by spe¬ 
cific cancers or pathogens. 

These ’’biomarlcers ” 
would be drawn from 
urine or blood samples by 
molecular “bait” placed on 
the meshed surface of the 
chips. 

“We simply put a sam¬ 
ple on the chip and we 
have a nice small chip 
reader that then analyses 
it and tells you what mark¬ 
ers are in the sample,” 
says Shana Kelley, a U of T 
pharmacology professor 
and study co-author. 

Detected markers can 
tell you not only which 
kind of cancer is present, 
but also the stage and 
severity the tumour has 
attained.

A type of opium poppy 
used to make painkillers 
may be sown across south¬ 
ern Alberta's plains, a newly 
released document shows. 

The federal government 
is giving thought to plant¬ 
ing Canada’s first commer¬ 
cial poppy crop and the 
parched Prairies are the per¬ 
fect place to do it, says a 
briefing note for Agricul¬ 
ture Minister Gerry Ritz. 

Ottawa is mulling a varia¬ 
tion of the opium poppy 
called the thebaine poppy. 

Thebaine is used to make 
painkillers such as percocet, 
buprenorphine, oxycodone, 
naloxone and naltrexone. 

Poppies could be a cash 
crop for farmers battered by

record dry weather this 
year. The government esti¬ 
mates farmers could earn 
$3,000 to $6,000 a hectare 
growing poppies.

poppies, the brief added. 

It’s illegal in Canada to 
possess the opium poppy 
plant or its derivatives, oth¬ 
er than poppyseed.

The only places in Canada 
where poppies are legally 
grown are at labs in Manito¬ 
ba and the University of 
Calgary, which hold re¬ 
search licences.

Mental health centre to close beds

Storm leaves at least 
106 dead or missing 


Many Filipino villagers 
managed to save only the 
clothes on their backs but 
began to rebuild yester¬ 
day as the flood waters re¬ 
ceded from a tropical 
storm that set off the 
worst flooding in Manila 
in 42 years. 

Army troops, police and 
civilian volunteers plucked 
dead bodies from muddy 
flood waters and rescued 
survivors from rooftops af¬ 
ter Tropical Storm Ketsana 
tore through the northern 
Philippines a day earlier, 
leaving at least 106 people 
dead and missing. 


Some residents began to 
clean up as the flood waters 
receded. Still, many parts of 
the capital city remained 
flooded. A brief period of 
sunshine showed the extent 
of the devastation in many 
neighbourhoods — de¬ 
stroyed houses, overturned 
vehicles, and roads covered 
in debris and mud. 

Ketsana dumped more 
than a month’s worth of 
rain in just 12 hours, caus¬ 
ing the government to de¬ 
clare a “state of calamity.” 

The rains swamped entire 
towns and set off landslides 
that have left at least 83 
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people dead and 23 others 
missing, Defence Secretary 
Gilbert Teodoro said. 

Tropical Storm Ketsana is 
the 15th of about 20 ty¬ 
phoons and storms expect¬ 
ed to lash the country this 
year. the associated press 



Iran tests missiles 


Tehran Iran’s powerful Rev¬ 
olutionary Guard said it suc¬ 
cessfully test-fired short- 
range missiles yesterday in 
drills meant to show Tehran 
is prepared to crush any 
military threat from anoth¬ 
er country. 

The display of force 
comes days after the U.S. 
and its allies warned Iran 
over a newly revealed nu¬ 
clear facility it was secretly 
constructing. 

Gen. Hossein Salami, 
head of the Revolutionary 
Guard Air Force, said Iran 
had perfected its short 
range missiles to make 
them more accurate in tacti¬ 
cal battlefield situations and 
defend the country from 
any attacks. 

“We are going to respond 
to any military action in a 
crushing manner and it 
doesn’t make any difference 
which country or regime 
has launched the aggres¬ 
sion,” state media quoted 
Salami as saying. He said the 
missiles successfully hit

their targets. The tests came 
two days after the U.S. and 
its allies disclosed that Iran 
had been secretly develop¬ 
ing a previously unknown 
underground uranium en¬ 
richment facility. 

U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Clinton said she 
doesn’t believe Iran can con¬ 
vince the U.S. and other 
world powers at the upcom¬ 
ing meeting that its nuclear 
program is for peaceful pur¬ 
poses, putting Tehran on a 
course for tougher econom¬ 
ic penalties beyond the cur¬ 
rent “leaky sanctions.” 

Salami said Iran would 
test medium-range missiles 
last night and longer-range- 
missiles today, during drills 
set to last several days.

Success of vaccine trial 
credited to Thai people 


Nearly 16,000 Thais 
ignored the false rumours

Thailand, and they wanted

to do their part to end the 
epidemic that kills millions 
worldwide each year. 

“In the ’80s, the coffin 
business was booming 
around here. It was one fam¬ 
ily, after another,” said 
Tanad Yomaha, a volunteer 
whose sister and brother-in- 
law died of AIDS. “The tem¬ 
ple here had at least one cre¬ 


mation ceremony every 
night and people were in 
perpetual mourning.” 

Their quiet dedication — 
90 per cent of the volunteers 
stuck with the trial for over 
six years — paid off when 
American and Thai authori¬ 
ties announced Thursday 
that the experimental vac¬ 
cine had been found to pre¬ 
vent infection with the AIDS 
virus, an unexpected result 
that many scientists thought 
would never be possible. 

The vaccine was shown to 
cut the risk of HIV infection 
by more than 31 per cent.

-he season of holi¬ 
days is upon us. 
Rosh Hashanah 
has barely passed 
and Yom Kippur 
began last night which 
means Succoth is just 
around the corner.

The first Canadian 
Thanksgiving, celebrated 
in 1578, had nothing to do 
with the fall harvest. Ex¬ 
plorer Martin Frobisher re¬ 
turned home to Newfound¬ 
land, having failed to find 
the Northwest Passage, and 
held a feast to celebrate. 
Originally called the “OK, 
I’m a Loser but at Least I’m 
Still Alive” festival, this was 
later shortened to simply 


“Thanksgiving.” 

Before 1879, the date of 
Thanksgiving depended en¬ 
tirely on the whim of the 
government and shifted 
around without apparent 
rhyme and reason, much 
like social service funding 
does today. In 1957, Parlia¬ 
ment finally confirmed 
Thanksgiving to be the sec¬ 
ond Monday in October 
and a statutory holiday was 
declared throughout coun¬ 
try. Except among those 
plucky Maritimers in New 
Brunswick, Nova Scotia 
and P.E.I, who insisted, “No 
way are we letting Ottawa 
tell us what to do” even 
though it was pointed out 
that it meant getting a day 
off work. 


Today, Thanksgiving is a 
celebration of nature’s 
bounty. 

Growing up, my school 
invited students to put to¬ 
gether an annual display of 
harvest items. 

There was always a 
pineapple. I’m not sure 
why this was, given that 
our small, Ontario farming 
town wasn’t really known 
for its abundant pineapple 
output. A friend in Edmon¬ 
ton says her school’s har¬ 
vest table always featured 
at least one Snickers bar. 
That, I get. I’m thankful for 
chocolate once a month, 
minimum.

One week you can put out 
waste (maximum six bags) 
the other week you put out 
compost in your green 
cart. In the summer com¬ 
post can go every week. 

Your recyclables are put 
in a blue bag. They include 
steel and aluminum cans, 
aluminum foil and plates, 
glass containers, tetra 
packs and mini sips, milk 
cartons, and certain plas¬ 
tics. There are seven differ¬ 
ent types of plastics. If you 
look at plastic object it 
should have a number be¬ 
tween one and seven on it. 
In HRM, No. 1 (PETE — 
short for the plastic type); 
No. 2 (HDPE), and plastic 
bags usually No. 4 (LDPE) 
are recyclable. 

Some recyclables like 


beverage containers can al¬ 
so be brought to a local en- 
viro-depot to receive mon¬ 
ey back. Remove all caps 
and place in the garbage. 
Paper and paper egg car¬ 
tons go together in a sepa¬ 
rate grocery bag. Card¬ 
board is folded flat and 
tied. Organic material 
things that biodegrade like 
food waste and boxboard 
go in the green cart. 

Many electronics are 
now banned such as scan¬ 
ners, TVs, computers, mon¬ 
itors and printers. You 
need to bring this material 
to a local enviro-depot that 
is also an official electronic 
recycling depot. For a com¬ 
plete list call ACES at 1- 
877-774-3260 or visit their 
website. 

Hazardous waste should 
not be placed in the 
garbage — things like bat¬ 
teries, oil, and propane. On 


certain Saturday’s there is 
a dropoff in Bayer’s Lake at 
the recycling plant. For 
construction and demoli¬ 
tion debris (C&D) such as 
wood waste and shingles 
bring this to the C&D site 
in Goodwood. They will 
not take it at the landfill in 
Otter Lake. 

Any leftover paint 
should be brought to the 
local enviro depot. Visit 
the RRFB site for locations 
or call 1-877-313-RRFB 
(7732). If you have usable 
furniture, contact charities 
such as Parker Street Fur¬ 
niture Bank and Salvation 
Army’s. There are also 
clothes groups like the dia¬ 
betes association, Big 
Brothers and Big Sisters, 
and Salvation Army.

Save rainforests while net surfing 



Forestle is non-profit search engine site that donates part of its rev¬ 
enue to the Adopt an Acre program, which helps protect rainforests. 


green search en¬ 
gine? Is that real¬ 
ly necessaiy? I 
mean how “un¬ 
green” is a regu¬ 
lar search? 

Those were our thoughts 
when we first heard about 
Forestle.org. Forestle is a 
search engine started in 
Germany in 2008 that is ap¬ 
parently not only carbon 
dioxide neutral but also 
saves the rainforests. 


How can this be, you say? 
Well, Forestle is non-profit 
site that tracks the carbon 
dioxide emissions caused by 
running their own servers, 
the network infrastructure 
and also the projected emis¬ 
sions caused by the comput¬ 
ers of those who perform 
Forestle searches. 

They then use part of the 
revenue generated from ad¬ 
vertising on their site to 
purchase renewable energy 
certificates that are invest¬ 
ments in wind, solar, geot¬ 
hermal, tidal and other re¬ 
newable forms of energy. 
The rest of their revenue, af¬ 
ter they maintain their 
servers and use about 10 
per cent for administrative 
costs, is donated to the 
Adopt an Acre program, 
which is run by the Nature 
Conservancy to sustainably 
protect rainforests. 


Forestle calculates that 
they save about 0.1 square 
metres of rainforest per In¬ 
ternet search. This may not 
seem like much but we per¬ 
sonally perform at least five 
Internet searches per day 
(there are a lot of things we 


don’t know) so now we are 
up to half a square metre of 
rainforest per day, or 182 
square meters per year. 

Forestle posts monthly re¬ 
ports on their earnings and 
acres of rainforest protected 
and they estimate that to 


date they have protected al¬ 
most 1.7 million square me¬ 
tres of rainforest. 

Forestle originally 

planned to partner 
with Google for a 
their Internet 
searches, howev¬ 
er this agreement 
fell apart for 


some reason and 
they are now part¬ 
nered with Yahoo. 

So how well does the 
search engine work? We 
tried a few searches on both 
Forestle and Google. Some 
of the links that turned up 
were the same and some 
were different. Both search 
engines gave us useful in¬ 
formation and it did not ap¬ 
pear that one engine was 
any better than the other. 
In fact, it looks like if you 
are having trouble finding 
information it might be use¬ 


ful to try both Forestle and 
Google. The one advantage 
Google does have is that 
you if you are using 
Google.ca you can 
^ click on the 
“pages from 
Canada” but¬ 
ton that filters 
out most US 


sites, which is 

F f useful if you are 
trying to find 
something in Cana¬ 
da. 

A person forges a deep 
bond of trust with their 
search engine. We have to 
trust it to give us the most 
relevant information. How¬ 
ever, it seems like Forestle is 
very good idea and is at 
least worth trying.

Tuna: Raw and rare 


Sushi is putting the "queen of the ocean" near extinction

She’s beautiful. She’s 
fast. She’s smart. But she 
may soon be gone forev¬ 
er. The bluefin tuna has 
fallen victim to the glob¬ 
al sushi vogue. 

“When it comes to 
bluefin tuna, oceans are 
like the Wild West,” says 
Phil Kline, a veteran com¬ 
mercial fisherman who 
now works for Green¬ 
peace. “There’s no en¬ 
forcement of rules, and 
fishing companies are 
making a huge profit.” 

In theory, depleting fish 
is illegal, but for bluefin 
tuna, the reality is very 
different. In 1940, the 
world had 1.2 million 
metric tons of bluefin tu¬ 
na. Sixty years later, it 
had less than 0.2 metric 
tons. 

“Fishing methods have 
become very efficient,” 
says Richard Ellis, author 
of the recently released 
book Tuna: A Love Story. 
“But the market is the 
driver. The sushi craze is 
the main reason for the 
near-extinction of the 
bluefin tuna.” 

The bluefin, whose 
speed, intelligence and 
torpedo-lilce shape makes 
her the queen of large 
ocean fish, lives in the 
Mediterranean, in the

Mediterraneans catch the most 


Most Mediterranean coun¬ 
tries catch more bluefin tuna 
than they're allowed. In 
2006 ICAAT's scientist com¬ 
mittee warned that bluefin 
catches must not exceed 
15,000 tons a year if the 
species is to recover from 
overfishing. (ICAAT is the in¬ 
ternational organization re¬ 
sponsible for tuna-fishing 


management.) 

Instead, ICAAT approved 
the EU's proposal for a quota 
of 29,500 tons. In 2007, legal 
and illegal bluefin tuna 
catches amounted to an esti¬ 
mated 61,000 tons.

Gulf of Mexico and the 
North Atlantic. Fishing 
companies bring their 
catch to Japan, where it’s 
auctioned and shipped to 
restaurants around the 
world. Bluefin is big busi¬ 
ness: A single fish often 
goes for $50,000. (The 
record is $173,600). 

Though a movement is 
beginning to protect the 
tuna — most recently, the 
European Commission 
took steps to list the At¬ 
lantic and Mediterranean 
as endangered with the 
Convention on Interna¬ 
tional Trade in Endan¬ 
gered Species (thus forc¬ 
ing a ban) — other at¬ 


tempts to slow the annual 
catch have failed. 

Just last week, EU coun¬ 
tries such as Spain, Italy 
and Greece (all home to 
major tuna fisheries) 
blocked a fishing ban on 
the Atlantic and Mediter¬ 
ranean species — a testa¬ 
ment to the hunger the 
public has for this fish. 

“It’s full of flavour and 
has a perfect texture that 
melts like butter in your 
mouth,” says legendary 
sushi chef Toshio Suzuki. 

“It produces really ex¬ 
ceptional cuts that few 
other species can com¬ 
pare to.” Suzuki, of Sushi 
Zen, was one of the first 


Japanese chefs to intro¬ 
duce sushi in the United 
States. 

But bluefin catches are 
fast declining. If the 
world doesn’t stop eating 
bluefin tuna, the World 
Wildlife Fund estimates 
the species will be extinct 
within three years.

Living without violence or fear 


For more than 30 years, the women of Nova Scotia have 
had the security of knowing that by walking in the doors 
of Bryony House, they were finding a way out. 

The 24-bed, temporary shelter is in the business of 
helping women and their families escape abusive 
relationships. 

“We save lives,” says executive director Laurie Ehler 
bluntly. “Women feel they have the option to leave an 
abusive situation when they know there is a network of 
support waiting for them and that they have a place to go 
when needed.” 

Bryony House was founded by a grass roots community 
group, mostly women, who fought to have the centre 
opened in 1978. This original group recognized the need 
to have a safe place for women when they wanted to flee 
their partners. 

Now, Bryony House provides shelter for approximately 
450 families and helps to answer approximately 2,500 dis¬ 
tress calls from the 24-hour distress line. 

In addition to temporary housing, Ehler says the 
support network is almost as equally important to their 
clients. Bryony House provide safety planning, court sup¬ 
port, one-on-one supportive counselling, help for women 
with household items, food and clothing to help furnish 
their new lives, in addition to community education pro¬ 
grams. 

Ehler says the biggest challenge over the past 31 years 
has been funding. Since 1996, they've received $1 million 
a year from the provincial government, while the balance 
of its funds comes from donations and fundraising 
events. Without any increases in their budget, the group 
has inevidably had to face some tough choices. 

“The challenge has been to find the money to 
consistently provide the necessary programs and 
maintain the dynamic public education program needed 
to ensure youth do no accept violence as a common part 
of their lives.” 

Despite these challenges, Ehler says the women of No¬ 
va Scotia have always been able to find help at Bryony 
House when they needed it the most, and for her that has 
been the most important thing. 

“Women do not have to live in violence and fear. 
Change is possible and support and safety network is 
available to people in the province.”

As Bryony House enters its next 31 years, 
it will not be without a whole new set of 
challenges. 

Ehler says one of the first big trials it will 
have to face is funding. The group recently 
had to cut some outreach programs due 
to a lack of funds. Ehler says their first 
goal is to try to re-develop and keep up 
with the increasing demands for those key 
outreach initiatives. Next, Bryony House 
faces more pragmatic demands on their 
infrastructure. Ehler says the organization 
will soon be looking at updates to their fa¬ 
cilities. 

But more than just funding, the shelter 
has some pretty big goals, especially to ex¬ 
pand education and awareness about the 
problem. “We want people to understand 
that violence is not acceptable.” 

Ehler explains that many women “stick 
it out” for the sake of their children when 
in fact it's often the children who are hurt 


most. “Children are impacted when 
exposed to violence in the home, even 
when you think they are not.” 

The rise in young women living with vi¬ 
olence is another big concern. She says 
they've seen a rise in younger victims who 
accept violence in their relationships 
because of the normalization of desensiti¬ 
zation of violence from the media. 

Education programs are a big part of 
helping to spread the message to these 
key audiences, raising awareness and pro¬ 
viding a way out. Ehler says the communi¬ 
ty can help play a big role in that process. 

Ehler says it's important for people to be 
supportive of their neighbours, friends, 
family members who may be experiencing 
violence in their relationships. One way to 
do that is by financially supporting organi¬ 
zations such as Bryony House, to make 
sure help will be there when needed most.

WORRIES According to a recent 
survey conducted by Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers, nine out of 
10 university students in Cana¬ 
da are concerned about how 
the recession will affect their 
job prospects. Of the 673 uni¬ 
versity students surveyed from 
across Canada, 52 per cent said 
that the current economy has 
made them rethink their plans 
for the future, and 21 per cent 
of those indicated that they 
would accept work in an area 
not directly related to their ma¬ 
jor. The survey also found that 
due to students' financial wor¬ 
ries, 41 per cent have reduced 
their spending habits. 

SALARIES ON ICE A recent 
salary increase survey conduct¬ 
ed by global human resources 
consulting and outsourcing 
company Hewitt Associates, 
reveals that almost one-third, 
or 29 per cent of Canadian em¬ 
ployers froze salaries in 2009 
— the largest percentage in a 
decade. As for 2010, employ¬ 
ers from across Canada 
indicated a feeling of guarded 
optimism with respect to 
salary increases for the coming 
year. Six and a half per cent of 
the 387 Canadian 
organizations that participat¬ 
ed in the survey plan to contin¬ 
ue freezing salaries.

These are the stories of 
Canadians dealing with 
what some call the worst 
economic crisis since the 
great depression, and the 
National Film Board is fol¬ 
lowing, capturing and shar¬ 
ing these stories with their 
latest project, GDP: Measur¬ 
ing the Human Side of the 
Canadian Economic Crisis. 

The project, which is the

The NFB has been creat¬ 
ing traditional documen¬ 
taries for the past 60 years, 
but as part of a new digital 
strategy, is taking things 
online and interactive. 

“The people are part of 
the project,” Dupont said, 
adding that users will not 
only be able to comment 
on the stories, but also up¬ 
load their own anecdotes, 


images and videos. 

The project follows 15 
Canadians for a year as they 
adapt to new circumstances 
and reinvent themselves in 
the face of the recession. 
Each week, a new chapter 
of their stoiy is added to 
the site as a four-minute 
documentaiy shot by local 
filmmakers.

Swiss arrest Polanski on U.S. warrant in sex case 


Director Roman Polanski 
was arrested by Swiss po¬ 
lice as he flew in for the 
Zurich Film Festival and 
faces possible extradition 
to the United States for 
having sex in 1977 with a 
13-year-old girl, 
authorities said Sunday. 

Polanski was scheduled 
to receive an honoraiy 
award at the festival when 
he was arrested Saturday at 
the airport, the Swiss Jus¬ 
tice Ministiy said in a state¬ 
ment. It said U.S. authorities 
have sought the arrest of 
the 76-year-old director 
since 2005. 

“There was a valid arrest 
request and we knew when 
he was coming,” ministiy 
spokesman Guido Balmer 
told The Associated Press. 
“That’s why he was taken 
into custody.” 


Polanski fled the U.S. in 1978, a year after 
pleading guilty to unlawful sexual 
intercourse with the underage girl. 

Balmer said the U.S. 
would now have to make a 
formal extradition request. 

Polanski fled the U.S. in 
1978, a year after pleading 
guilty to unlawful sexual in¬ 
tercourse with the under¬ 
age girl. The director of 
such classic films as China¬ 
town and Rosemary’s Baby 
has asked a U.S. appeals 
court in California to over¬ 
turn a judges’ refusal to 
throw out his case. He 
claims misconduct by the 
now-deceased judge who 
had arranged a plea bargain 
and then reneged on it. 

The Swiss statement said 
Polanski was in “provisional 
detention for extradition,” 


but added he would not be 
transferred to U.S. authori¬ 
ties until all proceedings are 
completed. Polanski can 
contest his detention and 
any extradition decision in 
the Swiss courts, it said. 

Polanski has lived for the 
past three decades in 
France, where his career 
has continued to flourish, 
and he received a directing 
Oscar in absentia for the 
2002 movie The Pianist. 

Polanski has not been ex¬ 
tradited from France be¬ 
cause his crime reportedly 
was not covered under 
treaties between the United 
States and France.

Kabobs 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 cups (500 ml) plain 
yogurt 

2 tbsp (25 ml) lemon juice 
4 garlic cloves, minced 
1/2 tsp (2 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
coriander 
2 lbs (1 kg) pork 
tenderloin, cut into 1-1/2- 
in. (3.5 cm) cubes 
8 small white onions, 
halved 

8 cherry tomatoes 
1 medium red pepper, cut 
into 1-1/2-in. (3.5 cm) 
pieces 

1 medium green pepper, 
cut into 1-1/2-in. (3.5 cm) 
pieces 

METHOD: 

1. In a large resealable 
plastic bag, combine 


yogurt, lemon juice, 
garlic, cumin and corian¬ 
der; add pork. Seal the bag 
and turn to coat; refriger¬ 
ate at least 1 hour, but 
preferably 6 hours or 
overnight. 

2. Drain and discard the 
marinade. Alternately 
thread pork, onions, toma¬ 
toes and peppers on eight 
metal or soaked bamboo 
skewers. 

3. Grill, barbecue or fry 
the kebabs covered over 
medium heat 15-20 
minutes or until meat 
juices run clear.
